As will be noted in the enclosed report, subject 

readily admitted affiliation and employment with the Russian 
War Relief, the National Council of American-Soviet 
Friendship (NCASF), New York Compass Club and the National 
Federation of Constitutional Liberties; however, she 
explained this affiliation as being strictly on an employer - 
employee relationship and that any a’'ssociations or friend- . 
ships she may have inferred by her activities were solely 
in the performance of her duties to her employer and were 

by no means meant to be construed as being in sympathy with 
the Communist movement. . 


; It will also be noted that in relating her affiliation 
with the NCASF between 1941 and 1950, subject related that

It was.the opinion of the interviewing agents, 
this subject throughout the entire interview made a sincere 
effort to impress upon the agents that her affiliations

Relating to the other members of the Council, the subject 
related that there were numerous individuals who joined 
the Women's Council whom she probably. could recall if specifically 
queried about them. However, she pointed out, to recall’ 
these individuals at random, whom she has not seen over the 
past three to eight years, would be difficult and unreason- 
able to expect. 


The subject agreed that, if in the future a name or 
a photo was presented to her, she wold probably be able to 
affirm or deny their affiliations with the Women's Committee 
of the National Council of American-“oviet Friendship. 


The subject was queried as to the members of the 
Women's Committee who were also members of the National 
Council, to which she replied that, to her knowledge, only 
one individual was a member of both groups, namely, MURIEL 
DRAPER, deceased. 


Russian War Relief 


Relating to the Russian War Relief, the subject stated 
she was employed from Septenbér, 1940 to April, 1941, and 
4t was ascertained that the subject's immediate supervisors 
were EDWARD C, TER and Miss MARGARET EVES. The subject V0 Loc, 
related that, like the Women's Committee of the National Te 
Council of American-Soviet Friendship, she could not recall 
any“of the other individuals who were affiliated with the 
group, due to the length of time that has elapsed. 
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Compass Clubs 


The subject rglated that the Compass Clubs were the brain 
childs of THEODOREATHACKERY, Editor of the "New York Compass", 
who devised the pl to increase the interest and circulation 
of the paper by setting up small Compass Clube throughout 
the country. 


The subject related that these clubs were sponsored by 
the paper, "New York Compass" and consisted of approximately 
seven or ten individuals in a locality, who professed 
an interest in the paper and paid dues of $1.00 per year. 
for which they would in turn receive various reprint articles 
of interest, in addition to other literature pertaining to © 
the arts, sciences, and phlitics. 


Thé subject related that it was THACKERY'S hope to 
eventually attain national circulation by this mems and 
to her knowledge, had no intent of inaugurating these clubs 
for purposes other than that stated. 


Federation of Constitutional Liberties 


The subject reiterated that she obtained employment 
with this organization through a professional employment 
agency, the name of which she could not recall, and was 
subsequently interviewed and supervised by GEORGE CN MARSHALL, 
who at no time professeé an interest in her politics NO Low 
beliefs, and was solely interested in her ability in the ——— 
promotion sans 


. In the course of the discussions, as set out above, 
subject related that she is well aware of the Bureau's interest 


r? 
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in the above mentioned organizations and declared that she 
would be willing to furnish all of the names of the individuals 
who were affiliated with these organizations if she could 
recall them; however, she explained that due to the Length 

of time which has elapsed, it would be unreasonable to 

expect her to have them readily availabie in her memory. 


The subject suggested that in the event she was 
furnished a photo or a name, she might possibly be able to 
recall whether they were or were not affiliated with any of 
the subject groups. . 


PERSONAL OBSERVATION ‘ 


Although it appears inconceivable that the. subject 
could have held the positions which she did with the various 
Communist front organizations ahd herself remain out of the 
Commnist movement, it appears from this interview that the 
subject basically is a professional promotional secretary, 
who is extremely ambitious to make a name and a career for 
herself in the promtion field and would take any position 
availabie which would further her own ambitions in this line. 


It appears in the course of the interview that the subject, 
herself, realized that she was in an unfavorable position, 
having held the positionswhich she did with the now cited 
organizations and although she has no desire to recall this 
unfavorable background, she would be. willing in the future 
to identify an individual, either affirmatively or negatively 
as to whether or not they were associated with any of the 
groups she had been affiliated. 


RECOMMENDATION 


In view of the above, and inasmuch as 
it is the opinion of the interviewing agents that this subject 
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was sincere and factual in describing her affiliations with 
the various front groups which she, herself, stated could 


possibly have been enga 


ged in Communist activities, although 


she, herself, was never aware of it, and in view of her 
willingness in the future to document, if necessary, any 
persons or associations with any of the cited groups, if 
known to her, it is the opinion of this office that no 


additional investigation 


4s warranted in this matter and 


this case will be placed in a closed status.
